Everyone thought Fox 
was going to snap up 
Conan O’Brien for a late- 
night talk show. 

Surprise! TBS hopes to 
debut its new Conan chat 

show in November, the network announced Tuesday 
O’Brien will get a head start on Jay Leno and David 
Letterman. His as-yet-untitled program will air at 
lo p.m. Mondays-Thursdays, pushing George Lo- 
pez’s “Lopez Tonight” back to ii p.m. 

It was widely believed that O’Brien had been in 
talks with Fox, so the news is a bit of a shocker. 

According to TBS, O’Brien began talks last week 
after Lopez suggested he consider joining the 
network’s late-night lineup. 

“In three months I’ve gone from network 
television to Twitter to performing live in 
theaters, and now I’m headed to basic cable,” 

O’Brien was quoted as saying in a TBS state- 
ment. “My plan is working perfectly” 

NBC dumped O’Brien from his “Tonight 
Show” post just seven months into the job. 

The network brought Jay Leno back to 10:30 
p.m. after his 9 p.m. talker failed. O’Brien took 
over “Tonight” from Leno in May as part of a 
5-year-old succession plan. NBC asked O’Brien to shift “To- 
night” to an II p.m. start time to make room for a half an hour of 
Leno. 

O’Brien walked with a $32 million settlement as part of a deal 
that barred him from performing on TV until September. The 
comic joined Twitter and launched a nationwide tour, “Legally 
Prohibited from Being Funny on Television Tour,” that brings him 
to the Chicago Theatre on May 19 and 20. 

TBS, obviously is happy to have him. “Conan has been the come- 
dic voice for a generation. TBS already has a huge audience of young 
comedy lovers, and Conan’s show will give these fans even more 
reasons to watch our network,” Steve Koonin, president of Turner 
Entertainment Networks, said in a statement.

Hatch: Clinton

WASHINGTON Sen. Orrin 
Hatch says he’s heard Secre- 
tary of State Hillary Clinton’s 
name mentioned in connec- 
tion with the Supreme Court 
vacancy brought about by the 
retirement of Justice John 
Paul Stevens.

But he did say “I like Hillary Rodham Clinton” and 
said he thinks she’s done a good job for Democrats. 
Leahy, a Vermont Democrat, retorted: “I think she’s 
done a good job for the country, not just for Demo- 
crats.”

Long, winding 
road for Vatican 

VATICAN CITY The Vatican finally has made peace 
with the Beatles, saying their drug use, “dissolute” 
lives and even the claim that the band was bigger than 
Jesus are all in the past— while their music lives on. 

Vatican newspaper LOsservatore Romano paid 
tribute to the Fab Four in its weekend editions, with 
two articles and a front-page cartoon reproducing 
the crosswalk immortalized on the cover of the 
band’s album ‘Abbey Road.” 

The tribute marked the 40th anniversary of the 
band’s breakup. 

“It’s true, they took drugs; swept up by their suc- 
cess, they lived dissolute and uninhibited lives,” said 
the paper. “They even said they were more famous 
than Jesus,” it said, recalling John Lennon’s 1966 
comment that outraged many Catholics and others. 

“But, listening to their songs, all of this seems dis- 
tant and meaningless,” LOsservatore said. “Their 
beautiful melodies, which changed forever pop music 
and still give us emotions, live on like precious jewels.” 

It is not the first time the Vatican has praised the 
legendary band from Liverpool. 

Two years ago, Vatican media hailed the Beatles’ 
musical legacy on the 40th anniversary of the “White 
Album.” And last month the Vatican paper included 
“Revolver” in its semiserious list of top-io albums.

Brown Line riders 
fed up with crime 

Tired of hearing reports of muggings near the Francisco Brown Line 
stop in Albany Park, Kevin Meek decided it’s time to get organized 
and get creative to combat CTA crime. 

Meek, 40, and other Albany Park residents are gathering at 7 p.m. 
Tuesday at Our Lady of Mercy Church, 4432 N. Troy St., at a meeting 
organized by Aid. Dick Mell (33rd). Police are expected to attend the 
meeting, Mell’s office said. 

Albany Park residents met earlier this year after a woman said 
she was attacked by three people as she left the Francisco stop. In 
response to that incident, a real estate salesman in February handed 
out whistles to CTA riders exiting the Francisco stop, according to 
news reports. 

Nevertheless, problems persist, said Meek, who partly blames 
crime near the Francisco stop on the lack of an attendant at the Sacra- 
mento Avenue entrance, which is sandwiched between two alleys. 

Going Public visited the stop Monday morning. A Securitas em- 
ployee with a dog said he watches the entrance in the mornings and 
afternoons to prevent students from fare jumping, which has been a 
persistent problem on the Brown Line. An attendant regularly works 
the stop’s other entrance on Francisco Avenue. 

In ad campaigns, the CTA encourages riders to say something if 
they see something— but not necessarily do something. But some rid- 
ers are known for taking matters into their own hands. The Guardian 
Angels, a volunteer group, have been patrolling the CTA for years to 
prevent crime. 

Meek is hoping to apply this type of thinking to the Francisco stop. 

“We need to start doing things that are above and beyond normal,” 
he said. 

Whose line is it anyway? 

Paul Hermany 26, of Palatine, told GP that he recently rode a bus 
where the driver was confused about the route. He’s not alone. Hav- 
ing noticed tweets about CTA bus drivers not knowing their routes, 
GP contacted CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor to ask how drivers 
learn new routes. 

Taylor said routes operating out of Archer Garage were re-distrib- 
uted in February, when the garage closed because of service cuts. 
Drivers not familiar with their new routes have to ride the bus as pas- 
sengers before they can drive the route, Taylor said. 

In a lawsuit, labor unions complained in February that the CTA was 
refusing to pay bus drivers dxxring training to learn routes after service 
cuts. Taylor said she couldn’t comment on pending litigation.

For the team’s first home 
game of the season Monday 
Vandenberg and her three girl- 
friends suited up with striped 
blue-and-red Cubs ties, blaz- 
ers with “Opening Day 2010” sprawled across the 
backs and tattered and tired Cubs hats. 

Opening day at Wrigley Field is an event for Cubs 
fans, and Monday’s warm spring weather threw some 
off Additionally, fans found more than a touch-up 
paint job when they arrived. Renovated restrooms, 
enhanced food offerings and an upscale private club 
were among the upgrades, which had been unveiled 
by the team’s new owners Friday 

Fans were in full effect. 

Edgar Lenz, an independent filmmaker, said he has 
spent the last three years following the Cubs. When 
it looked like they had a chance at winning the World 
Series, he bet $4,000 on them in Las Vegas— both as 
a dedicated fan and a fiancee hoping to find a way to 
pay for his wedding. 

“Fm still engaged,” he said. 

He said he’s realized it’s not as much about winning 
as it is the love of the game. And he denied that that’s 
just what you’re supposed to say when your team 
hasn’t won the World Series in a lifetime.

Cubs fans who ride bikes to Wrigley Field now don’t 
have to worry about whether they’ll still be parked 
where they left them at the end of the game. The Cubs, 
a bicycle parts company and an organization called 
World Bicycle Relief have joined forces to offer bike va- 
let at the ballpark this season. 

The service, which will be set up at Clark Street and 
Sheffield Avenue, will operate like the coat-check room 
at a restaurant. Bicyclists who drop their bikes off will 
get a claim ticket. They must reclaim their bikes within 
an hour of the last out of the game. 

The service is free but cyclists can donate to World 
Bicycle Chicago, a nonprofit group that provides bikes 
to needy populations around the world.

After four days of beer, beer and more beer— from 
Belgian stouts to barrel-aged barleywines— the 
Craft Brewers Conference ended in Chicago on Sat- 
urday night with dinner, awards and, of course, beer. 

In the colossal Sheraton ballroom, about i,8oo 
industry folk turned out for what organizers believe 
was the largest beer pairing dinner ever. 

Large silver bowls on each table teemed with 
chilled medal-winning beer from previous com- 


petitions. For the next two hours, the pairings un- 
folded: local cured meats with Piece Brewery’s rye 
ale; cream of pearl barley soup with Bell’s porter; 
endive, escarole and arugula salad with Firestone 
Walker’s India pale ale; pork belly with an Allagash 
Bourbon barrel-aged tripel; chocolate bread paired 
with Goose Island’s Bourbon County Stout. 

Then came the awards. More than 640 brewer- 
ies from 44 countries entered 3,330 beers in 90 cat-

City not sure how many 
potholes wait to eat tires

About 225,000 potholes were patched in Chi- 
cago this past winter, a substantial drop from 
previous winters, according to an official 
count released Monday 

But the new figure raises the question of 
how many potholes remain on streets ready to 
flatten tires and destroy vehicle suspensions. 

City transportation officials declined to 
hazard a guess on the universe of potholes 
along 3,800 miles of city streets. But they said 
the numbers are heading in the right direc- 
tion and represent an overall improvement in 
roadway conditions. Here’s a look at some of 
the numbers: 

225.000 

Number of potholes filled between Dec. 1 and 
April 1. 

350.000 

Number of potholes filled in winter 2008-09. 

900 : Number of potholes reported to the city’s 
311 hot line that were awaiting repairs Monday. 


Aldermen target masquerading massage businesses 


Chicago aldermen attempting to prevent pros- 
titution offered under the guise of massage 
services on Monday endorsed a measure to ban 
massage businesses in locations that are mostly 
residential. 

The ordinance approved by the City Council 
Zoning Committee would ban massage parlors in 
confined business districts that essentially serve 
just the surrounding neighborhood. They would be 


allowed in areas that have more commercial devel- 
opment. 

Monday’s action amends a previously proposed 
ordinance that would have enacted a broader ban 
and was opposed by therapeutic massage thera- 
pists who said it would damage their ability to do 
business. The newer measure was endorsed by 
Mayor Daley’s administration, unlike the previous 
one. It is scheduled to go before the full council 


Wednesday 

David Penn, an executive with the Massage Envy 
chain that is expanding in the city, said the proposal 
would prevent his company from doing business in 
some areas— without doing much to address the 
problem of prostitution. 

The proposal “doesn’t really solve the problem 
of the kind of illicit activities that you have,” he 
said.

Sub sheds 
a light on 
deep-sea 
wonders 

□ LONDON Scientists using a remote-con- 
trolled submarine have discovered the 
deepest known volcanic vent and say the super- 
heated waters inside could contain undiscovered 
marine species and perhaps even clues to the ori- 
gin of life on earth. 

Experts aboard the RRS James Cook said they 
found the underwater volcanic vent more than 
three miles beneath the surface of the Caribbean 
in an area known as the Cayman Trough, a deep- 
sea canyon that served as the setting for James 
Cameron’s underwater thriller “The Abyss.” 

Geologist Bramley Murton, the submersible’s 
pilot, said exploring the area was “like wandering 
across the surface of another world,” complete 
with spires of multicolored mineral deposits and 
collections of fluorescent blue microorganisms. 

The scenes “were like nothing I had ever seen 
before,” Murton said. 

Volcanic vents are areas where sea water seeps 
into small cracks that penetrate deep into the 
earth’s crust— some reaching down more than a 
mile. Temperatures there can reach 750 degrees 
Fahrenheit, heating the water to the point where 
it can melt lead. 

The blazing hot water is expelled into the icy 
cold of the deep ocean, creating a smoke-like 
effect and leaving behind towering chimneys of 
metal ore, some two stories tall. The spectacular 
pressure — 500 times stronger than the earth’s at- 
mosphere-keeps the water from boiling.

Bulls 

Players let their tattoos do the talking

24 man without a tattoo is invisible to the gods!'— Iban proverb 

Ever watched a basketball game and wondered what all that ink 
splattered across the players’ bodies means? 

Over the last lo years, the NBA has developed a full-blown 
addiction to tattoos. From superstars such as Kobe Bryant and 
LeBron James to lesser-known players such as the Denver Nuggets’ 
JR. Smith, it seems as if the league is swimming in a sea of body art. 

That’s not totally inaccurate, actually 

According to the book “In the Paint: Tattoos of the NBA 
and the Stories Behind Them,” more than 70 percent of NBA 
players have at least one tattoo— nearly five times the rate of the 
general population. 

So what’s fueling the culture of ink that’s spreading throughout the 
league? And what’s the story behind some of the tats? RedEye caught up 
with a few Bulls players to ask them about their tattoos. 

“It’s a way of expressing yourself,” Bulls point guard Acie Law IV said 
matter-of-factly when asked about his body art. 

Law, 25, who came to Chicago in February as part of the trade that sent 
T^us Thomas to Charlotte, might have taken Thomas’ place as the Bull 
with the most elaborate artwork. Law is a fourth incarnate to his name- 
sake— named after his father, grandfather and great-grandfather— and 
has a lavish tribute to his family’s moniker on his upper shooting arm

that reads “Lord’s Favorite Lawman.” On 
his left shoulder are scriptures from Psalm 
91 and 93, and across his back is a design 
featuring wings praying in the clouds with 
a face above them. 

“I think it’s just something people al- 
ways wanted,” said 25-year-old Bulls for- 
ward Chris Richard, who has about 10 tats. 
‘After you get legal to get them, you have 
a lot of thoughts in your head. Whenever 
you get that time and you get that money 
you go do it.” 

Richard got a relatively late start with 
his obsession, waiting until 18 before going 
under the needle. He started with an hom- 
age to his mother on his left wrist. 

Bulls guard Derrick Rose, 21, wasn’t as 
patient. He got his first tat while still a 
junior at Simeon Career Academy Rose’s 
collection features an ode to his home- 
town with the Chicago skyline engraved 
on his left hand underneath the words 
“Sweet Home Chicago.” The second-year 
superstar also has a wizard holding a bas- 
ketball on his left shoulder, with the word 
“Poohdini” scrawled above— a play on his 


childhood nickname. Pooh. 

Rookie forward James Johnson, 23, is 
perhaps the team’s most tatted player. The 
6 -foot- 9 swingman has 15 tats, including 
an image of Christ on his right bicep that 
reads “Omnipotent.” 

‘All my tattoos mean a little something,” 
Johnson said. “Pm not going to put some- 
thing on myself that doesn’t mean any- 
thing. I have a big family, so a lot of my 
tattoos have to do with my family or my 
religious beliefs.” 

The marriage of the NBA and tattoos 
garnered attention in the 1990s with for- 
mer Bull Dennis Rodman’s extensive body 
of work. But a new crop of players ushered 
in an edgier look at the turn of the century 
In 1997, The Associated Press conducted 
an informal survey estimating that 35 per- 
cent of NBA players had a tattoo. By 2003, 
that number had more than doubled. 

“I think that this is just a trend that 
Allen Iverson started,” said tat-less Bulls 
center Joakim Noah. “But I think that it’s 
almost like more unique now not to have 
them than to have them. I think that a lot 


of them are corny, to be honest with you. I 
think that it’s important that if you do get 
a tattoo, you get something that is impor- 
tant to you and you want people to know 
you by— not just a design.” 

Tattoos haven’t just exploded on the hard- 
wood, either. Over the past 10 years, the 
presence of tattoos has skyrocketed from 
4 percent to 16 percent of the general popu- 
lation, according to a Harris Interactive Poll. 

“It’s definitely moved out of like the 
shadow of taboo, and it’s a lot more main- 
stream now,” said Jillian Dachman, co- 
owner of Windy City Ink in West Town. “I 
mean, I have old women coming in to me 
to get work done.” 

The NBA’s love affair with tattoos may 
have bled over to pop culture, but not 
everyone is impressed with the quality of 
NBA players’ ink. 

‘A lot of bad tattoos out there,” said art- 
ist Salvatore Perry of the Tattoo Factory 
in Uptown. “They’re getting them when 
they’re young; you can see it. The original 
NBA players had nice tattoos because they 
would go to the shops to get them. Now 
you’ve got 17-, 18 -year-old kids trying to 
look like their favorite players, going in the 
back of somebody’s garage to get tattoos.” 

Through it all, to tat or not to tat is a 
personal decision. While many players 
have jumped head-first into the craze, oth- 
ers have resisted the addictive allure. 

“I love tattoos,” Bulls guard Jannero 
Pargo said. “I see players with tattoos and I 
ask them about ’em. ‘Why did you get this? 
Wh/d you get that? Who did it?’ I love 
them, but it’s just not for me. Because I know 
that if I get one, I wouldn’t be able to stop. So 
that’s why I just try to stay away from them.”

Author Kitty Kelley dug up some hot stuff 
for her ne\y very unauthorized biography of 
Oprah Winfrey Here are some highlights, 
courtesy of eonline.com. Believe Kelley's 
words, or not. 






Herfe-Tesh 

Oprah hooked up with John Tesh (left). Kelley 
writes. Yes, John Tesh. Ahem. Before there was 
Stedman Graham (whom a source in the book 
calls “boring as hell”), there was Teshy. Back in the 
mid-70s, prior to his foray into New Age synth- 
playing, he was a news anchor at Nashville’s 
WTVF-TV, when a then-20-year-old Winfrey was 
hired. According to Kelley’s book, the two eventually moved in together, 
until the “social pressures ” of being an interracial couple got to Tesh. As 
the story goes: “He said one night he looked down and saw his white 
body next to her black body and couldn’t take it anymore. He walked 
out in the middle of the night. ... He told me he later felt very guilty about 
it.” Tesh confirmed to “Entertainment Tonight” that the duo “dated for a 
short time. ... We remain friends to this day.” 


Fear factor 

People are afraid of her. While ap- 
pearing on the “Today ” show Monday 
morning, Kelley said the book has 
made her anathema to TV show book- 
ers. Among those who allegedly have 
blacklisted Kelley: Barbara Walters, 
Larry King, Rachael Ray, Charlie Rose 
and David Letterman. “You’re very 
brave,” she told Matt Lauer. 


Not on T earn Oprah 

Winfrey’s dad isn’t a fan. Kelley 
talked to Vernon Winfrey, who 
said, “I need her show like a 
hog needs a holiday.” He also 
said, “She may be admired 
by the world, but I know the 
truth. So does God and so 
does Oprah. Two of us remain 
ashamed.” 


Father of all secrets 

She allegedly has a secret birth father. Kelley says Winfrey’s life Is 
“choked with secrets,” the biggest of which is not knowing who her 
birth father is. Kelley spent three days in Mississippi with Winfrey’s aunt, 
Katharine Esters, who told Kelley the identity of Winfrey’s real father but 
swore the author to secrecy. Esters may have an ax to grind, however, 
because Winfrey did not promote Esters’ memoir, eonline.com says. 


Special friends 

Oprah probably is not a lesbian. “I know people 
are expecting me to out her,” Kelley (left) told 
USA Today. “But I think she’s just asexual. She’s 
poured all of her energies into her career. And 
if she is, she is never, ever, ever going to come 
out. So relax, people.” Kelley does quote Rosie 
O’Donnell musing last year that Oprah and good 
friend Gayle King are “the emotional equivalent of a gay couple.”
